NATURE OF INCIDENT: 


On-call Internal Affairs Bureau personnel assumed the handle on a use of force 
investigation wherein Suspect Bermudez sustained several facial fractures while being 
taken into custody by Deputy Guzak. The subsequent medical examination determined 
Suspect Bermudez had fractures to his left eye, left jaw, and nose. 


On March 16, 2014, at 0100 uzak (unit #5371) conducted m 
a 2008 Kia Spectra driven b While seated inside his patrol vehicle 
completing JN a 2004 Toyota Rav 4 stopped and parked on the street in front of 


the Kia Spectra he was detaining. Suspect Bermudez exited the Toyota Rav 4 and 
approached Deputy Guzak on the driver's side of his patrol vehicle, and asked for help. 
Deputy Guzak directed Suspect Bermudez out of the street and onto the sidewalk. 
Suspect Bermudez refused and stated, "They're out to get me, someone is after me." 
Deputy Guzak did not know if Suspect Bermudez was under the influence, mentally ill, or 
if someone was actually chasing him. 


Deputy Guzak exited his patrol vehicle and asked Suspect Bermudez if he had any 
weapons or identification. Suspect Bermudez replied, "They're gonna get me.” Deputy 
Guzak conducted a pat down search for weapons. He told Suspect Bermudez he would 
be safe inside the patrol vehicle and no one would harm him. Deputy Guzak escorted 


Suspect into the rear driver's side seat of his patrol vehicle. Deputy Guzak 
released ith al refer to Exhibit A) and he drove 
away. 


Deputy Guzak returned to his patrol vehicle and repositioned it directly behind Suspect 
Bermudez’ vehicle. Suspect Bermudez began yelling and banging the rear window of 
the patrol vehicle. Deputy Guzak asked Suspect Bermudez to stop hitting the window, at 
which time he complied and apologized to Deputy Guzak. Again, Suspect Bermudez 
started yelling and hitting the rear window. Suspect Bermudez told Deputy Guzak that 
he had taken "shrooms" (referring to the hallucinogen mushrooms). Deputy Guzak 
exited his patrol vehicle and told Suspect Bermudez to stop banging on the window.

Again, Suspect Bermudez complied and apologized. Upon doing so, Deputy Guzak 
believed Suspect Bermudez was cooperative and not a threat. However, due to Suspect 
Bermudez stating he had taken "shrooms", Deputy Guzak told him he would feel more 
comfortable speaking with him while handcuffed. Suspect Bermudez agreed to be 
handcuffed. 


Deputy Guzak instructed Suspect Bermudez to position his feet on the passenger side 
seat and to lean forward with his hands behind his back. While holding his handcuffs in 
his right hand, Deputy Guzak leaned into the patrol vehicle to handcuff Suspect 
Bermudez. Upon doing so, Suspect Bermudez used his legs to push off the seat into 
Deputy Guzak’s body, and simultaneously pulled his hands away. Deputy Guzak 
attempted to close the door of the patrol vehicle, however he was unsuccessful due to the 
position of Suspect Bermudez’ body. Deputy Guzak ordered Suspect Bermudez to stop, 
and positioned his hand on Suspect Bermudez’ back to prevent him from exiting the 
vehicle. While doing so, Deputy Guzak was unable to call for back-up. Deputy Guzak 
ordered Suspect Bermudez to place his hands behind his back to which he complied. 
However, as Deputy Guzak attempted to secure his handcuffs on Suspect Bermudez’ left 
wrist he pulled away, turned toward his left, and positioned his body facing Deputy Guzak. 
Suspect Bermudez kicked Deputy Guzak seven or eight times in the upper torso using 
both his feet. The microphone of Deputy Guzak’s handheld radio detached from his shirt 
and fell to the ground. While still holding his handcuffs, Deputy Guzak hit Suspect 
Bermudez in the face two or three times with his right fist. 


IAB Note: Deputy Guzak held the chain of the handcuff in the 
palm/middle of his hand, with his right index finger and right 
pinky finger supporting the frame. The ratchet/teeth portion 
of the handcuff was closed and positioned forward. 


Suspect Bermudez grabbed the door jamb and pulled himself further out of the vehicle 
with both feet on the ground, and stood in a crouched position. Deputy Guzak hit him in 
the face three or four times with his right fist. While hitting Suspect Guzak in the face, 
Deputy Guzak was still holding his handcuffs. Suspect Bermudez fell to the ground at 
which time his face hit the concrete. He rolled onto his back and Deputy Guzak 
straddled him on the ground. Suspect Bermudez attempted to get off the ground by 
pushing himself up with his arms and elbows. Deputy Guzak retrieved his microphone 
off the ground and broadcast that he was involved in a fight. Deputy Guzak dropped his 
microphone, grabbed Suspect Bermudez' right shoulder, and rolled him over on his left 
side, face down. Deputy Guzak secured his handcuff on Suspect Bermudez’ left wrist. 
While doing so, Suspect Bermudez pushed himself up with his right hand. Deputy 
Guzak grabbed his right wrist and was able to secure the remaining handcuff. While on 
the ground Suspect Bermudez continued to struggle by attempting to push his body off 
the ground and kick his feet back and forth.

Suspect Bermudez continued resisting by moving his upper torso and legs 
back and forth. Deputy M NN 22 Suspect Bermudez’ right bicep, pulled him into 
the vehicle, and closed the passenger side door. iv cleased his grasp of 
the hobble and the tail end was never fed through the rear driver's side door before 
closing it. Suspect Bermudez continued kicking his feet causing the hobble to fall off his 
legs. Deputy Guzak opened the rear driver's side door, grabbed Suspect Bermudez’ 
legs, reapplied the hobble to his legs, and closed the door.

Bermudez was arrested for Assault with a Deadly Weapon on a Peace Officer (245(c)

of Drugs (23153(a) CVC), and Driving on a Suspended License (14601.1(a) CVC).

Lastly, Lieutenant rovided the radio traffic from San Gabriel PD 
dispatch (refer to Exhibit D).

Deputy Charles Guzak D | 


On August 19, 2014, and September 3, 2014, Sergeant Diez interviewed Deputy Guzak 
at Internal Affairs Bureau. The interviews were digitally recorded and transcribed. The 
following is a summary of the interviews. 
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Deputy Guzak said he was on an unrelated [hen Suspect Bermudez 
approached his driver's side door, and said someone was out to get him. Deputy Guzak 
told Suspect Bermudez that he would be safe inside his patrol vehicle. Suspect 
Bermudez agreed, at which time Deputy Guzak conducted a pat down search for 
weapons and escorted him into his patrol vehicle. At the time, Deputy Guzak did not 
know if Suspect Bermudez was mentally ill, under the influence, or if someone was 
actually chasing him. Deputy Guzak did not call for backup because Suspect Bermudez 
was cooperative and he did not feel threatened by him. Additionally, Deputy Guzak said 
he did not handcuff Suspect Bermudez before putting him into the backseat because he 
was cooperative, he agreed to sit in the backseat, and he was not under arrest. 
Furthermore, Deputy Guzak just wanted to get Suspect Bermudez out of traffic lanes. 


While in the backseat, Suspect Bermudez was cooperative or three minutes as 
Deputy Guzak finished completing the sued to Mr. . However, he began 
banging on the windows and rear screen of the patrol vehicle. Deputy Guzak told 


Suspect Bermudez to stop. Suspect Bermudez complied and referred to Deputy Guzak 
as “Sir.” At that point Deputy Guzak did not call for backup because Suspect Bermudez 
was cooperative, kept calling him "Sir", and was following his orders. As such, Deputy 
Guzak did not think the situation would cause the need for backup. 


Deputy Guzak said while inside the backseat, Suspect Bermudez told him he had 
smoked “shrooms.” Because of that, combined with his behavior, Deputy Guzak 
decided he should handcuff Suspect Bermudez for both of their safety. Deputy Guzak 
told Suspect Bermudez that he wanted to handcuff him. Suspect Bermudez agreed and 
complied with his directions. However, as Deputy Guzak attempted to handcuff Suspect 
Bermudez he became paranoid, pulled his hands away, and ultimately assaulted him. 
Deputy Guzak said he did not call for backup prior to attempting to handcuff Suspect 
Bermudez because he was cooperative with him. Furthermore, Deputy Guzak said he 
handcuffs people all the time by himself every day, and nothing happens. He did not feel 
the need for backup. Suspect Bermudez was being cooperative, until the time Deputy 
Guzak had already committed to handcuffing him, during which time the door was open. 


After being kicked by Suspect Bermudez, Deputy Guzak responded by punching him in 
the face. While doing so, Deputy Guzak was still holding the handcuff in his right hand, 
with his palm grasping the chain. Suspect Bermudez overpowered Deputy Guzak, 
forced his way out of the backseat, and stood next to the patrol vehicle. Again, Deputy 
Guzak hit Suspect Bermudez additional times in the face while still holding the chain of 
handcuff. Deputy Guzak said he did not know if the actual handcuff ever hit any part of 
Suspect Bermudez. He was not intentionally trying to hit Suspect Bermudez with the 
handcuffs. All his punches were with his hand, and Deputy Guzak was not even aware 
he was still holding the handcuffs while hitting Suspect Bermudez. Deputy Guzak never 
felt the handcuffs hit Suspect Bermudez. Rather, he only felt his hand hit Suspect 
Bermudez. He never used the handcuffs intentionally as “brass knuckles.” Lastly, if the 
handcuff did in fact hit Suspect Bermudez, it was unintentional.

IAB Note: During the interview Deputy Guzak demonstrated how he 
held the handcuff during the incident. Deputy Guzak held the 
chain of the handcuff in the palm/middle of his hand, with his 
right index finger and right pinky finger supporting the frame. 
The ratchet/teeth portion of the handcuff was closed and 
positioned forward. 


Deputy Guzak said when he and Suspect Bermudez fell to the ground, his (Suspect 
Bermudez) face hit the concrete. Deputy Guzak struggled with Suspect Bermudez on 
the ground while attempting to handcuff him. While doing do, Deputy Guzak picked his 
microphone off the ground and broadcasted that he was involved in a fight. He only 
recalled making one assistance request. Furthermore, Deputy Guzak did not know at 
the time, that he had broadcasted the wrong location. He attributed doing so, to being 
out of breath and tired. 


After Suspect Bermudez was hobbled, Deputy Guzak and assisting units placed him into 
the patrol vehicle. However while doing so, Suspect Bermudez was kicking his feet 
which caused the hobble to come off. Deputy Guzak grabbed Suspect Bermudez feet, 
reapplied the hobble, tightened it, and closed the door. 


Sergeant Diez presented Deputy Guzak with three ground level pictures depicting the 
northbound lanes of San Gabriel Boulevard where the incident occurred (refer to pictures 
"A" — "C". Exhibit J). Deputy Guzak drew a square identifying the location where his 
patrol vehicle was parked on San Gabriel Boulevard. In addition, he drew an "X" 
identifying the location where the use of force occurred (refer to Picture "A" — Exhibit J). 
The location was in the northbound number two lane just west of the parking lane. He 
further identified the general location of the incident and the blood on the ground from 
Suspect Bermudez (refer to Pictures “B” and “C” — Exhibit J). 


IAB Note: Sergeant Diez presented the above referenced pictures 
(Pictures “A” — “C”) to Deputy Guzak during his first interview, 
on August 19, 2014. However, after the interview the 
pictures were misplaced. As such, Sergeant Diez presented 
Deputy Guzak with the same pictures during the second 
interview, on September 4, 2014. 


Deputy Guzak said he knew there was surveillance video of the incident. However, he 
did not review the surveillance video prior tothe interview. Sergeant Diez presented 
Deputy Guzak the surveillance video from =e After viewing the video, 
Deputy Guzak did not have anything further to add regarding the incident. Deputy 


Guzak was able to identify himself in the video. However, he was not able to identify his 
specific actions during the use of force due to the poor quality of the video. 
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For Deputy Guzak’s verbatim interview, see his transcribed interview which is included 
with this case. Deputy Guzak wrote an incident report documenting his use of force.

On March 16, 2014, at 0215 hours, Suspect Bermudez was interviewed at San Gabriel 
Valley Medical Center by Temple Station Watch Co Lieutenant Phillip Marquez 

in the presence of Sergeant Oscar Lopez = The interview was 
videotaped and a DVD with a copy of the interview is included with this case (refer to 
Exhibit E). Suspect Bermudez stated he was hallucinating at his friend’s house and he 
realized that he had to leave. He felt like someone was chasing him and he felt crazy. 
Suspect Bermudez stated, “I felt like somebody was going to come shoot me, | don't know 
why.” Suspect Bermudez said he attacked the deputy and that is why it escalated. He 
kicked at the door and he kicked at “everything” because he felt trapped. Suspect 
Bermudez said he just kept doing his thing and the guy (referring to Deputy Guzak) 
fucked him up. 


Suspect Bermudez said he consumed an “eighth” of mushrooms. Suspect Bermudez 
thought someone was chasing him in his car, and Deputy Guzak was the first sheriff he 
saw. The deputy asked Suspect Bermudez what he was doing and put him in the back 
of his car. Lieutenant Marquez asked Suspect Bermudez if he remembered kicking the 
deputy. Suspect Bermudez said he probably did. Suspect Bermudez stated, “He was 
protecting himself and that's why he did this to me.” Furthermore, he admitted to 
smoking marijuana prior to the incident. Suspect Bermudez apologized for the incident 
and said he was just "trippin." 


For Suspect Bermudez' verbatim interview with Lieutenant Marquez, see his transcribed 
interview which is included with this case. 


Sergeant Diez attempted to contact Suspect Bermudez regarding the incident. On 
August 6, 2014, a Witness Contact Letter was sent to Suspect Bermudez via certified US 
mail (refer to Miscellaneous Documents). However, Suspect Bermudez did not 
contact Sergeant Diez for an interview. 


SUSPECT INJURIES: 


During his videotaped interview with Lieutenant Marquez, Suspect Bermudez complained 
of pain to his left jaw, left shoulder, and right shoulder (refer to DVD, Exhibit E). 
Sergeant Diez observed several more injuries to Suspect Bermudez. He had abrasions 
to both his arms, hands, elbows, lips, right ear, nose, chin, and stomach. Both of 
Suspect Bermudez' eyes and left jaw were swollen. In addition, his left eye was 
bloodshot. Lastly, He had dried blood on various parts of his face, arms, and clothing 
(refer to pictures and CD, Exhibit F). 


Los Angeles County Fire Engine #4 / Squad #90, under the direction of Captain Chatfield, 


responded to the scene and treated Suspect Bermudez for his injuries. Deputies 
Chavez and ransported Suspect Bermudez to San Gabriel Hospital where he

was treated by Doctor Thomas Pero (patient AEN While at the hospital Suspect 
Bermudez signed a consent form, to have his blood drawn (refer to incident report 
containing consent form and lab receipt #K581582, Exhibit A). He was subsequently 
transported to Los Angeles County Medical Center (LCMC) and booked into the jail ward. 


Sergeant Diez obtained Suspect Bermudez medical records (patient MEME, and 
booking approval from LCMC (refer to Exhibit G). Suspect Bermudez was diagnosed 
with several fractures to his face. Specifically, his medical paperwork noted; “left 
mandible fracture” (left side of jaw), “left orbital wall fracture” (left eye socket), a “nasal 
fracture" (nose), and a “left subconjunctival hemorrhage" (injury to left eye). In addition, 
Sergeant Diez obtained Suspect Bermudez Laboratory Examination Reports from LASD 
Scientific Services Bureau (refer to Exhibit G). Suspect Bermudez BAC report 
concluded no presence of alcohol (0.00 % BAC). However, his toxicology report 
concluded Suspect Bermudez tested positive for "Cannabinoids" (chemical compound 
found in cannabis). Sergeant Diez spoke to Doctor Pero (San Gabriel Hospital) 
regarding Suspect Bermudez’ injuries. Doctor Pero said Suspect Bermudez’ facial 
injuries were consistent with blunt trauma. He was unable to render an opinion if the 
blunt trauma was caused by either a fist, a fall to the ground, or a handcuff used as an 
impact weapon. 


Suspect Bermudez' medical records, booking approval, and Laboratory Examination 
Reports are included within this case (refer to Exhibit G). 


DEPUTY PERSONNEL INJURIES: 


Deputy Guzak was injured during the use of force, and treated at "US Health Works"

addition, his right index finger was swollen. Furthermore, Deputy Guzak had blood on 
the sleeves, and on the front of his uniform shirt (refer to pictures and CD, Exhibit H).

n March 16,2014. Sergeants Diez and Carrizosa contacted Witness | Witness 
is the f th which is located on San Gabriel Boulevard, west 
ofthe incident. Witnes: rovided a DVD that contained eight separate video files 
extracted from a camera (camera #6) on his property (refer to DVD, Exhibit I). The first 
video file begins on March 15, 2014, at 2300 hours. The last video file ends on March 
16, 2014, at 0100 hours. Only video file seven ('CAMO6 20140316001614 2300677") 
and video file eight ('CAMO6 20140316003840 2543721") document the actual incident. 
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The first video (video file #7, "CAMOG 20140316001614 23006677") is date stamped 
03/16/14 and recorded from camera #6. A dark color vehicle (apparently Suspect 
Bermudez’ vehicle) entered the frame (00:33:38 minutes) driving northbound San Gabriel 
Boulevard and stopped blocking the driveway of the adjacent business (“Jack in the 
Box’). A individual (apparently Suspect Bermudez) exited the vehicle and walked 
southbound San Gabriel Boulevard and out of view of the camera (00:34:05 minutes) 


The second video (video file #8, “CAM06_20140316003840_2543721") was also date 
stamped 03/16/14 and recorded from camera #6. A patrol vehicle (apparently Deputy 
Guzak's vehicle) entered the frame (00:38:40 minutes) driving northbound San Gabriel 
Boulevard and stops several feet behind the dark color vehicle. The flashing overhead 
lights on the patrol vehicle were activated. An individual (apparently Deputy Guzak) 
exited the driver's door of the patrol vehicle, approached the rear passenger side, and 
reentered the driver's door (00:38:51 minutes). Again, Deputy Guzak exited the driver's 
door of the patrol vehicle, approached the rear passenger side, and reentered the driver's 
door (00:39:07 minutes). Deputy Guzak approached the rear driver's side door and 
opened it (00:39:39 minutes). It appears that there was struggle next to the rear 
passenger door of the patrol vehicle. The struggle transitioned to the ground next to the 
vehicle, and it appeared that Deputy Guzak was on top of Suspect Bermudez who was 
lying on the ground (00:41:04 minutes). 


A patrol vehicle entered the frame driving southbound San Gabriel Boulevard and 
stopped in the center turn lane (00:42:54 minutes). The patrol vehicle was positioned 
between the surveillance camera and the strug: the, blocking the view of the 
camera. Two individuals (apparently Deputies Mii -co exited the patrol vehicle 
and assisted in the struggle. All three deputies (Deputies uzal Hi end 

appear to be involved in a struggle on the ground with Suspect Bermudez. ey were 
positioned on the ground next to the driver's side of the patrol vehicle. However, it is 
difficult to determine specific actions and/or individuals involved due to distance, 
night-time lighting, and glare from the overhead flashing lights of the patrol vehicle. The 
video further depicts additional deputies arriving at the location. Lastly, Los Angeles 
County Fire Department entered the frame (00:52:22 minutes) and arrived on scene. 


Sergeant Diez and Sergeant Carrizosa went to the “Jack in the Box” (3038 San Gabriel 
Boulevard, Rosemead) to determine if there was surveillance video of the incident. The 
manager permitted Sergeant's Diez and Carrizosa to view their video surveillance 
system. There were no cameras that documented the incident. 


INVESTIGATORS OBSERVATIONS: 


On March 16, 2014, Sergeant Diez and Sergeant Carrizosa photographed the location 
(refer to pictures and CD, Exhibit J). San Gabriel Boulevard is a north/south street with 
two lanes in each direction, parking lanes on the east and west side, and a middle turn 
lane. Sergeant Diez observed dried blood on the northbound #2 lane, adjacent to the 
parking lane. The area of the dried blood was approximately 12 inches wide. East of 
the dried blood (northbound #2 lane) was a “Jack in the Box” restaurant and parking lot.

was positioned approximatel eet from the incident. Furthermore, the 
incident occurred under a street light positioned on the east curb line on San Gabriel 
Boulevard.

RADIO TRANSMISSION: 


The LASD dispatch radio traffic is contained within six audio files (refer to Exhibit K). 
The dispatch audio begins, on March 16, 2014, at 12:57:47 hours ("Dispatch 1”). Deputy 
Guzak requested back-up, yelled at Suspect Bermudez, and provided his location. 
However, he provided the wrong location (Walnut Grove Avenue/Garvey Avenue). 
Approximately 30 seconds later (12:58:17 hours) Deputy Guzak broadcasted that he was 
involved in a fight, and again provided the wrong location (Walnut Grove Avenue/Garvey 
Avenue). SCC then updated the location and broadcasted that 53T1 (Deputy Guzak) 
was showing at San Gabriel and Garvey (12:59:52 hours). The audio conti with 
assisting units acknowledging the assistance. Lastly, unit #53A (Deputies land 

broadcasted they were Code-6 at the location (12:59:55 hours). The remaining 
audio files ("Dispatch 2” — "Dispatch 6") document the arrival of assisting units, fire 
department staging, and the field sergeant (unit #50S) directing units to shut down their 
Code-3 response. 


IAB Note: The incident occurred on San Gabriel Boulevard, between 
Garvey Avenue and Park Street, south of Emerson Place. 


The LASD L-Tac radio traffic is contained within five audio files (refer to Exhibit K). The 
L-Tac audio begins, on March 16, 2014, at 01:00:02 hours ("L-tac 2”). All five audio files 
("L-tac 1" — "L-tac 5") document Temple Station desk and field units coordinating their 
response and attempting to locate Deputy Guzak. 


The Temple Station desk audio is contained within one audio file (refer to Exhibit K). 
The desk audio begins, on March 16, 2014, at 01:00:05 hours ("Desk"). It documented 
the call from San Gabriel PD dispatch to the Temple Station desk. San Gabriel PD 
dispatcher noted their caller said the location of the incident was San Gabriel 
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Boulevard/Emerson Place). The San Gabriel PD dispatcher stated she was sending 
units to the location (01:01:13 hours). 


The San Gabriel PD dispatch radio traffic is contained in one audio file, and begins at 
1257 hours, on March 16, 2014 (refer to Exhibit D). Witness NU: San Gabriel 
PD dispatch. She stated a police officer needed assistance and was wrestling with a guy 
on the ground. While San Gabriel PD di h was in the process of transferring the call 
to Temple Sheriff's Station, wes M another car (apparently referring to a 
patrol vehicle) had arrived, at which time the line was disconnected. San Gabriel PD 
dispatch immediately contacted Temple Station and informed them of the incident.

Peace Officer), 23152(e) CVC (DUI — drugs), and 11550(a) HS (Under the Influence of a 
Controlled Substance). 


On May 22, 2014, Suspect Bermudez was convicted of 243(b) PC and 23152(e) CVC. 
He was sentenced to 10 days Los Angeles County Jail and 36 months summary 
probation. 


WEATHER AND LIGHTING CONDITIONS: 
The incident occurred in darkness at approximately 0100 hours. However, San Gabriel 
Boulevard was well illuminated with street lighting. The incident occurred directly under 


a street light located along the east curb line of San Gabriel Boulevard. Weather and 
lighting conditions were not a factor in this use of force. 
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
